The Selectmen took up ir las 
raised by the Library Trustees as to the property left to the 
town, subject to a life interest to lirs. Farwell, and before 
the meeting T asked a lawyer for information on the qm estion. 
He advised me thst the courts had elways proved very reluctant 
to set aside s ldfe tenure, and would never do so except under 
the most flagrent violation of the terms of the bequest: that 

our particular case, if the house is kept in enything like 
reasonable repair and habitable condition, the courts would 
not take notice of a failure to keep the property in what we 
might consider first-class shape. Under these conditions, it 
does not seem to us necessary or advisable to make a very par- 
ticular inspeétion of the premises. 


Following up the idea that I suegested when you first 
Spoke of the matter, I have gotten an opinion from the same 
iewyer, and from an insurance agent also, that the town has an 
insurable interest in the property, which ought to be covered, 
for if the house should burn and Mrs. Farwell had let the in- 
Surance lapse, the town would heve to stand the loss, and while 
it might be held that Mrs. Parwell would be bound to replace 
the house, she might not be able to ao so. 


Our suggestion on this point, based on the sdvice quoted 
ebove, is that one of your board and one of ours eall on the 
Farwells and find out if they are carrying sufficient insurance, 
and arrange with them to have the policies mede avyeble in ease 
of loss to lirs. Farwell ana the Town of iayland, as their inter- 
eSts may eppear. The terms of the will probably could not be 
construed so as to compel Mrs. Farwell to keep the property in- 
sured, Therefore, while it misht be fair enough that she should 
pay the premiums, it may be necessary to shve then equally be- 


tween her and the town.
